TROOPS TO MAM LA. 


President Slay Decide to Send Them. 


Dewey to Be Promoted. 


[Special Dispatch to The Transcript.] 


Washington, May 3.—The government 


is now waiting the official report from 
Commodore Dewey confirming the press 
accounts of the victory at Manila, a con- 
gratulatory cablegram will bs sent him. 
The President is considerimt the action 
to be taken In regard to Manila, but will 
•wait for Dewey's report before sending 
troops there. 


Secretary Long said today that Dewey 


would be made acting admiral, and later 
be nominated to the position of rear ad- 
miral. On all sides are heard expressions 
in favor of this action. .Representative 
Groat has introduced a resolution thank- 
ing Dewey and promoting him. to the 
rank of admiral. 


• Up to noon today no advices had been 
received from Manila. Dewey is bom- 
barding the forts and town, but no news 
is expected from him till he has captured 
the cable station. If he should find that 
the cable had been cut, news would have 
to come from Hong Kong. 


It is recognized here that the most im- 


portant developments of the next day or 
BO may be from Madrid. 


A fortifications appropriation bill has 


been agreed to in conference of house and 
•enate, currying a total of $9,000,000. The 
senate recedes from new legislation and 
the house recedes from disagreement on 
the senate increases.

Tbe U»e» of the Philippine*. 


Washington, May 3—It seems to be the 


government's purpose to hold the Philip- 
pines pending a final settlement with 
Spain when it 
will be used as a 


collataral to secure payment 
of in- 


demnity to the United States. Although 
without confirmation of any source of the 
firing on Manila, the department attaches 
credit to Paris dispatches announcing the 
firing OE Corregidor island. 


There has been no suggestion yet of in- 


tervention from any source, although it la 
felt that occupation of the Philippines is 
more likely to develop a move in this 
direction than any step BO far. taken. 


It appears that Admiral MoRtojo was 


takf n altogether by surprise, and that 
the Spanish authorities generally were 
in a state of utter unreadiness. The 
forts were not completed, the harbor was 
rot mined, there were no searchlights 
and the American squadron was only 
sighted after it had already passed the 
puter and principal forts.

Kpanllh Steamer on Which Were Sol- 


diers and Lota of Ammunition. 


Key West, May 3.—A colonel of the 


Spanish cavalry, eight lieutenants, a 
surgeon, and 10 priva-.es and non-com- 
missioned officers, and the steamer Ar- 
gonauta havs been added to the list of 
captures by the blockading' fleet. Be- 
sides her passingers, the craft had a 
large cargo of arms and ammunition. 


Her capture was exciting and occurred 


in this way: The Nashville, Marble- 
head and the Eagle left the station on 
the north coast last Monday to blocWade 
Cienfu-esos, arriving at the latter place 
on Tharsday. They spent the day re- 
connoitermst, and the next morning, in 
order to get better information, steamed 
close to the mouth of the harbor of Cien- 


f luegoa. The Eagle was to the eastward 


and in the van; the Marblehead was 
(Slightly in the rear and the Nashville 
to the westward. All were cleared for 
action. 


At about 10 o'clock in the morningi 


smoke was eeen rising on the western 
horizon, and the Nashville, because of 
her position, put on all speed and 
steamed in that direction. Twenty-five 
minutes later she put two shots across 
the bow of the coming steamer, which 
promptly hove to. Ensign Kuenzli was 
sent with a prize crew of nine and took 
possession of the Spaniard. Learning 
that Spanish soldiers were in board, word 
was given to send them to the Nashville 


I Immediately as prisoners of war, and this 


^vas done. Arrangements were then 
made U> transfer the passengers and 
fion-combatants to the shore.

CRISIS POSTPONED 


But Madrid Still In Danger of Bevo- 


lullon.

Madrid, May 3.—Martial law has been 


proclaimed by the 
governor 
general 


throughout the city. Affairs have quieted 
somewhat throughout the city, which has 
resumed its normal aspect. 


The crisis is postponed but a few hours 


in( the opinion of many, however. A 
vote of censure on the mioistar of marine 
was proposed in the Cortes this morning 
and was received with applause. 


Much attention centres in todays de- 


bates in the chamber and senate, which 
will be raised by the Republicans and 
Carlists, who propose to hold the govern- 
ment responsible for the country's pres- 
ent position. 


The cabinet crisis is expected to come 


up again -qu e'tly.-and as ft precautionary 
measure, the troops have been confined 
to their barracks and guards doubled un- 
der the martial law. 


Although the poseticn of certain mem- 


bers of the cabinet is regarded.as unten- 
able it is a matter of I' difficulty to .find 
men who are willing to succtd them un- 
der present circumstances. All classes 
are demanding that 'a strong military at- 
titude be taken by men capaole of doping 
with the present situation. 


New» Kept Secret. 


The martial law expressly prohibits the 


publication of any news concerning the 
war or movements of the Spanish nary. 


Wants Another Chance.

Martial Law in Spain's Capital. 


Madrid, May 3.—The civil governor of 


Madrid has posted on the walls of the 
home office the customary proclamation 
intimating that the civil authorities con- 
sider that the circumstances justify theij 
handing over to the military authorities 
.the mission of keeping order. 


Lieutenant Gen'eral Daban, captain 


general of Madrid, has assumed charge. 
The measure has been taken in conse- 
quence of the attitude of the political- 
parties. The whole garrison Is ready in 
barracks. 


Considerable surprise and disappoint- 


ment has been caused by the destruction 
,done by the American fleet, as it had 
been officially stated that the authori- 
ties at Manila had received 60 torpedoes 
and heavy guns to strengthen the coast 
defenses, particularly, the defenses com- 
manding the two channels on the right 
*nd left of Corrsgidor island. 


Ccmbat of Four Hour*. 


London, May 3.—The Madrid corre- 


spondent of The Times gives this de- 
scription of the engagement at Manila: 
"The Olympia, Boston, Raleigh, Con- 
cord, Petrel and the Mor.icacy entered 
the bay under cover of darkness by the 
smaller and safer Bocachica channel. 
The forts of Corregidor island gave the 
alarm by firing on the intruders, but 
they seemed to have inflicted no serious 
damage.

"Soon the America»s opened fire. The 


Spaniards replied vigorously, and the 
combat continued without interruption 
for four hours, during which time the 
Don Antonio de Ufion was sunk, the 
Castillo, and Mindanao were set on fire 
and the Reina Maria Christina and the 
Don Juan De Austria were seriously 
damaged.

MANILA SURRENDERED. 


Unofficial 
Report at 
Washington. 


Effects of Victory. 


(By Associated Press.) 


Washington, May 3.—The president 


receivedfword yesterday afternoon that 
the Spanish forces at Manila had flung 
out the white flag, indicating their will- 
ingness to capitulate at once. This 
statement is made on the authority of a 
member of the cabinet. No further in- 
formation than this is given, and it is 
supposed that the news came originally 
from the British consul general at 
Manila, by way of London. In the ab- 
sence of additional details the adminis- 
tration is waiting- for a full official report 
from Commodore Dewey before making 
Its dispatches public. 


The president is assured of the sur- 


render of the capital of the Philippines, 
although, so far as known, he has not 
been definitely informed that Commo- 
jJore Dewey has taken possession. 


There is authority for the statement 


that the president has dispatches which 
have not yet been made public through 
the p'ess in any form, indicating-that, 
while Commodore Dewey saved his ships 
with marvelous success, he was not 
equally successful in sparing his men, 
and that tiie Spaniards did not quail in 
battle until they had made the Ameri- 
cans suffer. 


The effects of Commodore Dewey's 


victory will be far-reaching and im- 
mediate. Already every branch of the 
military and naval establishments feels 
its quickening impulse, and the belief 
is strong that by swiftly following up 
with a demonstration in Cuba, the ad- 
Vantage gained at the antipodes, the 
United States can quickly bring Spain to 
ter knees and the war to a close. Had it 
not been for the premature publication 
of the day OB which the American troops 
were to leave Tampa the decisive blow 
in Cuba might have been struck this 
week, and it might have been that with- 
in a fortnight Blanco and his army of 
occupation would have capitulated. The 
publication ahead revealed to the enemy 
the plans of our military authorities and 
necessarily invited a change in program, 
and, although the strictest secrecy is 
maintained at the department with re- 
gard to the movement of forces from 
(Tampa undfcr General Shafter, it is 
understood that the day of departure 
has been deferred. 


It is disclosed today that-Dewey car- 


ried out a carefully prepared plan which 
he had submitted some time ago, and 
which had the approval of the navj^le- 
partment, and that the constant move- 
ment of his ships reported in the dis- 
patches was an important part of that 
plan and enabled him to break the range 
of the shore batteries, even though he 
had to ignore torpedoes and mines in his

present Stagnation Not Likely tX Continue. 


People Now Living From Hand to Mouth. 
Whon They Get Their Balance, Thing* 
Will Piek Up—Spain to Be Wiped Out? 


NEW YORK, May 3.—[Special.]—"Busi- 


ness!1 There Is no business. It has been 
Brushed." 


This was the reply I received thls>inorn- 


ing when I put a question to one of the 
biggest banters and business men hero 
concerning the general effect of the war to 
date on transactions. 


"But tbe present stagnation will be of 


comparatively brief duration," he con- 
tinued nfter a moment. "History is re- 
peating itself, to put it tritely; that's all. 
Business was crushed at tha beginning of 
the civil war and has been early in the 
history of every war in every land. You 
EDO, as coon as it was perceived to a cer- 
tainty that war and not peace was to ba 
the outcome of our strained relations with 
Spain every one scented hard times di- 
rectlf ahead, and every one did tho natural 
thing in beginning at once to retrench. 


"JS'ow, economy Is a pretty good thing 


In Its way, and in this nownnliy spend- 
thrift age it's a highly proper policy for 
the sensible individual to adopt. But 
when everybody shuts o^f all possible ex- 
penses at once a general contraction of 
business Is sura to follow, with bad results 
all round. The grocer wants to sell all 
tha goods he can, but he looks bis old 
shoes ovor and decides they will do a little 
longer; the shoo dealer needs a now suit 
of clothes, but with hard times ahead de- 
cides to make what he has serve a little 
longer, and so it goes. The shoe dealer 
snrl tha clothing merchant anu all the oth- 
er merchants sell less than usual, their or- 
ders from tho manufacturers are cut down, 
men aro thrown out of work, and then the 
grocer and the butcher begin to feel it. 


"The present closeness will continue 


just as long as tbe people live from hand 
to mouth, as they are doing now, and it 
will take them some time to recover their 
balance lost because of the shock produced 
by tbe actual declaration of war. By fall, 
and possibly before then, they will see 
that everything needn't stop, even if there 
is a war. Besides, the government will 
need to spend enormous sums of money, 
practically all of which will be put out in 
tho United States, and this will ease 
things up \vondnrfully." 


Long Drawn Out War? 


"I infer from your remark of a moment 


ago that you do not look for a stoppage of 
hostilities in the near future." 


"I hope the war will be short, of course, 


but I would not like to make predictions 
along that line. It is true that Spain is a 
power of low grade, that her resources are 
vastly inferior to ours and that the morale 
of her people Is awry below the level at- 
tained by the great majority of Ameri- 
cans. But, while there is no reasonable 
doubt whatever regarding the ultimate 
outcome of this war, I am very much 
afraid it will be a good deal more serious 
than the men who talk about six weeks, 
or even sis months, anticipate. Had we 
been well prepared as to navy, modern 
guns and a properly trained force of fight- 
ing men then we might have done things 
with all the rush and dash that our hot- 
spur friends are looking for. 


"But as it is we must perforce be con- 


tent to move more slowly. No matter how 
much impatience there is, we must pro- 
ceed in this manner, for to do otherwise 
would be madness, and the authorities in 
Washington, including Gonoral Miles, 
view it in that light, as I am informed on 
tbe most trustworthy authority. 


"There will be no trouble in getting 


nien to fill up the army and navy. Amer- 
icans are patriotic to the core—as truly so 
as they were In 1770, in 1813 or in 1861— 
even if they have displayed a lamentable 
disinclination within the last few years in 
time of peace to prepare for war^ But the 
thousands and tens of thousands of raw 
recruits that must be added to the regular 
army and the national guard, not alto- 
gether undisciplined, but still inexperi- 
enced in fighting, must be got together 
and organized and armed and drilled be- 
fore they will make an army fit for the in- 
vasion of Cuba and capable of enduring 
the hardships of war. 


"Besides, there is every probability that 


the Spaniards will adopt such tactics of 
continuous declination to accept battle as 
bave been so successfully followed out by 
the Cubans for the past few years, and that 
will delay the end perhaps for a longtime. 
Of course it is possible that revolution in 
Spain and general collapse may come, and 
come soon. That would bring the end 
speedily, but I hardly look for such a 
termination. 


A War to » Finish. 


"But while I cannot see ways by which 


we can whip Spain in a few days I see 
plenty of reasons for believing that we can 
and will whip her thoroughly. And I 
firmly believe that this war will be the 
end of Spain as a nation. She is about to 
be wiped off the map of the world, and 
the United Statos is going to do tbe wip- 
ing. 


"There Is, In faot, no otber course open 


to us. The driving of the Spanish out of 
Cuba and the establishing of an independ- 
ent government, the annexation of the is- 
land to this country or the creation of a 
protectorate will ,not end the war. For 
Spain will not know when she is whipped 
and will continue to harass and annoy us 
until we are forced to carry the war to her 
own soil." 


"What about European objections to 


American aggression on tbe other eide of 
the Atlantic?" 


"There is no doubt whatever that tbe 


old world nations would dislike to see 
United States vessels In European waters 
on hostile business. But they would wait 
a long time before they would venture to 
disturb tbe delicate balance of the concert 
of Europe, so called, by inaugurating a 
war to preserve tbe integrity of Spain. 
Should euob a war come, however, there 
Is no good reason to believe that the con- 
tinental nations aver would act as a unit 
Against us. 


"German/, tar instance, would weigh 


the proa nod cons very carefully before 
taking up arm* against A nation whoso 
citizens include M many Germans as are 
povr loyal residents of the United States, 
in spite of tbe too* that the United Statos 
represents tbe nsweet and most successful 
approach to domoomcry in eiietence, while 
(Spain represents tua juonarchial form ot 
government, 


"As for tho attitude of New York bull-

It is the duty of 
luib iio^eruixioiiL, Lbeu, il id lk& duty of 
the people, iciinz through their organs 
of government, to do whatever can be 
done with propriety in this matter. Let 
America bind up wounds—not make 
them; quench tho fires of war—not kindle 
theml Bat if God shall put into our 
h.mds the cup, hittor and fierce, that 
shall be poured out as a medicine to tha 
nations, may that hand reach forth from 
a kindly heart, and may it be a medicine 
adrsinistsred 
by love and 
kindness, 


though it be stern kindness and love, and 
not In fury, in wrath or in revenge."

Business Circles Have No Fear of • Money 


Stringency—War Won't Retard Prosper- 
ity—Deartfi oi Havana Cigars — Enter- 
prise of tbe American Newspapers. 


•WASHINGTON, Jlay 8.—[Special.] — 


"Spain's policy since tbe culmination of 
the present crisis has been a peculiar one," , 
said a member of the diplomatic corps to 
me. "It u]*pears that tho government at , 
Madrid has been talking valiantly and at 
tho same time proceeding in the most cau- 
tious manner possible. Wo have during 
tho last ton days or two woeks heard of 
many speeches in ado by Sagasta and other 
Spanish leaders, all full of vigor and vim", 
all breathing vongeavoo upon the Yan- 
kees, all tolling what great things Spain 
is going to do just as soon as she starts 
out. At the same time we get through 
Spani&h avenues more or less information 
as to the activity of the Spanish naval 
preparations, as to tho assembling of ships, 
as to the plans that are being laid fur ag- 
gressive action. 


"But it has struck tbo most of us who 


are mere lookers on in Vienna, so to speak, 
that Spain's performances are, BO far, out of 
proportion to her promises. She has dono 
nothing at all. Her fleets have not as yet 
appeared on this side of the ocean, and there 
is no telling when they will appear. The 
"United States has surrounded Cuba with 
warships. Eavana is^suffering a blockade. 
Cuba is threatened with early conquest. 
Still Spain does not move with the energy 
and vigor which the speeches of her lead- 
ing men would loud us to expect. There 
is no other nation in Europe, certainly no 
first class power, that would have adopted 
those tactics. If the government which I 
represent, for instance, were to be threat- 
ened as Spain has been threatened by your 
people, and war had been declared upon 
us, we should ere this have had all our 
fleets in motion. Not a moment's time 
would have been lost. There would have 
been no doubt as to our intention to fight, 
and to fight desperately. 


Playing a Deep Game. 


"Spain's peculiar policy has led many of 


as to believe that at Madrid there are still 
hopes of averting a serious war," conclud- 
ed this diplomat. "It maybe Spain's plan 
to stand on the defensive for awhile, to see 
whether or not the United States will de- 
velop a policy of vigorous action. Spain 
may hope that if she moves slowly there 
may be a mediation of tbe powers which 
will give her a chance to drop out of Cuba 
in dignity without being forced to engage 
in a ruinous war. 
This sort of talk Is 


beard a great deal in diplomatic circles, 
but we are only surmising. We have no 
positive information upon which to base 
our impressions. Yet it is true that the 
most of us believe Spain is playing some 
deep game by which she hopes to avert se- 
vere punishment at the hands of the Unit- 
ed States." 


Whether the war with Spain shall be a 


short one or a long one, it is not yet hurt- 
ing trade very much. At least this is tha 
opinion of prominent business men with 
whom I have talked. 1 met the other day 
a man from Chicago who is engaged in 
commercial operations on a large scale. I 
remarked to him that I had beard many 
of the western wholesale merchants were 
calling in their traveling salesmen and 
keeping them at home for a time. 


"Is this because they are afraid the war 
is going to bring on a panio and thus de- 
stroy tbe ability of country customers to 
pay their bills?" I asked. 


"Not at all," was the response." "It is 
true many wholesale houses are calling in 
their salesmen, but the reason is a wholly 
different one. They do not like to sell 
goods at current prices. They anticipate 
that there may be an advance in values in 
most lines, and they do not want to put 
their goods out at the lower level. There 
is not the slightest fear in business circles 
of any panic .or even of a money strin- 
gency as a result of tbe war with Spain. 
Business men are feeling very easy. Of 
course there may be a little check in some 
linos. Certain enterprises will ba hold up, 
and large building operations which were 
in contemplation may halt till the sky 
clears a little, but even this slight effect is 
expected to be merely temporary. 
The 


war is not going to retard our prosperity 
appreciably." 


American News Gatherers. 


In one line of trade prices are risingrap- 


idly. Havana cigars will soon be worth 
almost their weight in gold. Imported 
goods are becoming more and more scarce, 
and even Key West cigars made of import- 
ed Cuban tobacco will soon be difficult to 
obtain. I was In a club the other day, and 
when the keeper of the cigar stand re- 
marked that they were now selling the 
last consignment of imported cigars they 
expected to get a dozen men, hearing the 
gossip, stepped up and bought all the way 
from one to half a dozen boxes each and 
had them put away for their private use, 
If tho war over Cuba continues long, 
thousands of Americans who have been 
smoking Havana cigars will find it neces- 
sary to take to pipes or Mexican cigars, 
tbe only satisfactory substitutes for genu- 
ine Cuban grown smokers. 
' American newspapers are already giv- 
ing the world an object lesson in what 
real news gathering enterprise is. Nothing 
like the completeness and vividness of tbe 
dispatches now appearing in our papers 
{rota all the points of interest was ever 
Foon in the world before. At the time of 
the civil war in this country the ait of 
news gathering bad not been fairly de- 
veloped. This is the first real test the 
American press has ever bad cf its capa- 
city for banding a war, and right royally 
is it acquitting itself. English papers are 
famous for their war new* when England 
.is engaged in hostilities, but the English 
papers of tbe first rank bave never even 
approached what tbe average American 
paper is doing today. If a London paper 
sends three or four cormpoodeote to the 
front and gets from them an average, of 
two or three columns of cablegrams per 
day, it thinks it is doing a great piece of 
work. Our big American papers, send SO 
er 40 xneu to the field, and tho epac« they 
fill with timely, we!} written mattw It 
mensujtd by pag«s, not columni.

ONE OF THE BOWIES; 


HIS MOTHER SAID, "JIM NEVER DIED 


WITH A WOUND IN HIS BACK." 


How the Famous Fighter Once Protected 


a Preacher Mid Aided the Fint Protes- 
tant Church In Teziu—One of the Des- 
perate Trio In the Alamo. 


Ono flue glimmer morning in 1883—tho 


year that Santa Anna seized tbo presi- 
dency of the new republic of Mexico—a 
small party of horsemen crossed the Sa- 
bine rive? about 60 miles from its mouth 
aud entered TUJSSS territory. Most of them 
wore clad in buckskin and armed with 
rifla, pistol and knife—a rough, deter- 
mined looking crowd, with two notable 
exceptions, one clean shaven, dark skin- 
ned, with a bright, restless eye that scan- 
ned the woods constantly, as if in search of 
an onomy, and tho other a small, mild man- 
nered man, whose general appearance be- 
tokened the preacher. These two were rid- 
ing ia front, talking earnestly of tho con- 
vention which had just been hold at San 
Folipo de Austin and of tho possibility 
that Texas might one day become an in- 
dependent stato. Suddenly some one in 
tho party behind them started a song with 
• memorable chorus: 


When other otatcs reject ns, 
This is the one that always takes ns. 


Froqrf&iati jingling rhyme some derive 


the name "Texas." Certain it is that this 
great, now land took in and sheltered 
many a fugitive "who left bis country for 
his country's good." That prince of pi- 
rates Lafltte had sailed away from Galves- 
ton ten years before, and his thousand 
freebooters were scattered to the four 
winds, but crowds of adventurers from all 
parts of the world were pouring in, with 
many of the better class, to swell the tide 
of Texas immigration. 


The little band jogged on and finally 


reached the municipality of San Apgus- 
tine, then a mere collection of rude log 
huts, with one or two adobo structures 
built by Spanish missionaries. Hero the 
preacher posted a notice that the Rev. 
Henry Stepbenson of the Methodist de- 
nomination would hold a meeting in the 
evening. At tho hour named the house 
was crowded to overflowing with rough, 
desperate men, all armed and ready for 
ally fun or fray that might arise on such a 
novel occasion. The minister gave out a 
hymn, and it was sung with spirit. Then 
came the text, but not another word would 
the crowd hear. They hooted and yelled, 
shot off their pistols, crowed and brayed 
in derision. The tumult was deafening. 
The quiet,little preacher stood his ground 
bravely, though in his heart wishing he 
wero vfell out of it. 
With difficulty his 


traveling companion forced his way to the 
front, still carrying his rifle, and a huge 
knife in his belt. The wild cheer that 
broke from the crowd sounded in the cars 
of the preacher, now thoroughly alarmed, 
like the howls of a pact of wolves or the 
yells of Indians hungry for scalps. 
But 


instead of jumping upon him this strange 
man, with restless eyes flashing and long 
black hair streaming over his shoulders, 
jumped on a bench, and, throwing his 
hat to the ground, shouted in a stentorian 
voice: "Men, this man has come to preach 
to you! You need preaching to, and I'll 
be 
'If he shan't preach to you! The 


nest man who disturbs him shall fight me. 
My name is Jim Bowie!" 


The effect was magical. With quiet, re- 


spectful attention the rough audiencs lis- 
tened to the sermon, joined heartily in the 
closing hymn,-and not a few persons came 
up to shake bands with the little man and 
apologize for the lough reception they had j 
given him. A month later at the first 
camp meeting ever held in Texas, some of 
them became members of the church, and 
in ^888 the cornerstone of the first Prot- 
estant house of worship in the republic 
was laid In San Augustine. 


The man whose timely aid proved BO ef- 


fective was Colonel Jamea Bowie, and the 
knife in bis belt was the noted "bowie 
knife, "given to him by his brother, Kezin 
F. Bowie. It was made of a large file, 
strong, of admirable temper, and gave its 
name to a family of terrible weapons not 
yet extinct. Crockett met Bowie for the 
first time in the Alamo, and he writes in 
his journal: "While we were conversing 
Colonel Bewie had occasion to draw bis 
famous knife, and I wish I may be shot if 
the bare sight of it wasn't enough to give 
a man of a squeamish stomach the colic. 
Be saw I was admiring it and said he, 
'Colonel, you might tickle a fellow's ribs 
a long time with this before you'd make 
him laugh..' " 


Brave, 'generous, determined and enter- 


prising, James Bowie sought adventure for 
its hazards, and he was naturally among 
the first to take up arms for Texas inde- 
pendence. Three more desperate men were 
never brought together than Travis, 
Crockett and Bowie as they took their 
last stand within the walls of the Alamo. 
Sick and helpless in bed on that last ter- 
rible day, Jim Bowie died fighting. As a 
Mexican ran forward to kill him he roused 
himself by a supreme effort, caught his 
assailant by the bafr, plunged the fatal 
knife into his heart and fell back dead. 


'When the story of bis death was told to 


his old mother ta Louisiana, she said, "I 
am sure ilia never died with a wound in 
his back," and with a quiet smile turned 
again to her household duties.—Hunts- 
ville (Tex.) Prison Bulletin.

CLIMATE NOT CHANGING. 


Why the "Oldest Inhabitant's" Tiew 


not Be Depended Upon. 


A correspondent in Nortbfleld, Mesa., 


desires our opinion on the question: "Wore 
the winters of 50 or 75 years ago much 
colder or were the snowfalls deeper than 
at present? The opinion Is widely held 
that the winters were colder and the snow- 
falls deeper, bnt I can find nothing to 
warrant the belief except that in tbe first 
part of tho century a much larger percent- 
age of the population lived in the hill 
towns or in tho interior, whioh are both 
colder than the valley or the coast towns." 


On the general question as to appreci- 


able changes in climate the editor's opin- 
ion is that there baa been no such change 
In any respect whatever so far aa meteor- 
ology proper IB concerned. If we divide 
our zeooHls of tbe weather recorded in 
North America since the days of Colum- 
bus into two periods—-viz, before and after 
tbe year 1800—wo shall find that every 
peculiarity, such aa remarkable storms, 
winds, rain*, floods, frosts, etc., recorded 
in the currant century can be matched by 
a corresponding remarkable event before 
the year 1800. The popnlnr impvesviona 
alluded to by our correspondent remit al- 
most entirely from the imperfections of 
our records and especially of onr mem- 
ories. There is a large class at parsons 
whose habits of thought are to crnde that 
when they experience any- very remark- 
able weather they jump to tho conclusion 
that tha climate has changed, forgetting 
that they themselves have bad such a lim- 
ited personal experience that they are not 
fair judges cf tbo weather over tbe whole 
country or of tho climate of a century. 


Our correspondent warns to suggest that 


a certain change In tbe hnblta of the peo- 
ple, such as the removal from the interior 
to the coast or from forests to prairies, or 
from country or otty, or vine vena, will 
partly account for widespread errors hi ra- 
spect to the climate. The suggestion is 
excellent, bvt the editor would bo inclined 
to Interpret tbe phenomenon somewhat 
differently.

Washington, May 3.—The resolution 


presented last Thursday by Mr. Butler, 
declaring that no necessity existed for 
Issuing bonds to provide funds for the 
war and in favor of the levying ot an 
income tax, was laid before the senate 
Monday. 
In supporting the resolution 


the senator declared in favor of paying 
the expenses ol the war "as we go." 
Ko issue of bonds would Bfe necessary 
if the war was carried on as Lincoln 
carried on the great civil conflict. 
If 


the navy and land forces of the United 
States were allowed to move upon the 
enemy promptly and aggressively the 
war would be over before the "bond 
sharks" could further succeed in mort- 
gaging- the future of our own people. 
The resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee on finance. 


Mr. Hawley secured tlie passage of a 


bill providing for the enlistment of a vol- 
unteer brigade of engineers and of 10,- 
000 men in the south who are Immune 
to yellow fever, these enlistments to bs 
in addition to those provided for in the 
president's call for 125,000 volunteers.

the petition of Walter L. Ramsdell, 
mayor of Lynn, and others was offered, 
asking for legislation to authorize the 
formation of military companies other 
than the militia in time of war, guch 
companies to be organized in such num- 
bers as the governor and council may 
deem advisable.

sound was amended so as to provide that 
the channel shall be kept clear without 
expense to the commonwealth, and was 
then passed to be engrossed. 


A Peculiar Accident. 


Haverhill, Mass., May 3.—Arthur Syl- 


vester, aged 25 years, employed in West 
Boxf ord as a f a.rmhand, went to his work 
Mondny rnd took with him a heavily 
loaded gun and placed it in an appar- 
ently tare position near a tree. Soon 
afterwards he had occasion to drive a 
wagon in that vicinity.

It Is not only an interesting but an 


important question, "What is the cause 
of the increase of women suicides?" for 
in a city like New York it is a thing of 
almost daily occurrence. Although men 
like to think of women as ephemeral 
thinkers, satisfied to see the outside, 
the result without the cause, women do 
want to get at the bottom of things, do 
want to know the reason. 


There are two reasons for the woman 


suicide. One is that she has too little to 
do, the other that she has too much. 


A young girl, rich and fair to look 


upon, takes her life in one of our fash- 
ionable hotels. "What for? For a trifling, 
insufficient reason; in reality because 
she had nothing to do; she lacked an 
object in life. 
Another, a schoolgirl, 


kills herself in a burst of pique because 
her parents have denied her some small 
privilege.

OVATION TO BERKSHIRE SOLDIERS 


Company M Given a Great Farewell. 


Crowd of 5,000 at Station, 


oars. As it drew out of the station the 
spectators broke into enthusiastic cheers, 
which did not die out until the train was 
well away. 


TKB OVATION CONTINUED. 


Company M of Adams, 80 strong, left 


Berkshire this morning to answer the na- ] 
tion's call for troops. By noon today 
they had changed from citizen-soldiers of 
Massachusetts to volunteers in the United 
States 
army. 
On the 
camp grounds 


of South Framinsjham where the militia 
have so often drilled in limes of peace, 
the volunteers will now train till the 
timo arrives when they may be called into 
active service at the front. 


They were sent out from Adams and 


from Berkshire county with an ovation 
that expressed the staunchness of Berk- 
shire patriotism. Not since the stirring 
times of the civil war has such a scene 
been witnessed as that at Adams and all 
along the line of travel. The memory of 
it will stay long in the minds of the mem- 
bers of the company and of all who took 
part in it. The whole district from which 
the company is taken was aroused, and 
the towns through which the tram passed 
shared almost equally in the enthusiasm. 


The town of Adams has been filled with 


the excitement of the coming departure 
since the first orders came, but today the 
demonstration was not confined to the 
town. Hundreds from this city were at 
the Adams station, and in tha 5,000 
people gathered there every surrounding 
town was represented. 
The reception 


Monday night and the send-off this morn- 
ing combined to make an event memor- 
able in the history of the county, and one 
worthy of it in every way. 


Before daylight in the morning there 


was activity throughout Adams. Many 
farewells were said in the homes of the 
company members, and the friends of 
every man were at the station. Three 
crowded street cars left this city at 5 
o'clock, and many drove in teams or took 
tha train. People drove into the village 
from all directions, and the crowd seemed 
to include every dweller in the town. 
The mills did not open till after the 
soldiers bad left. 
~- 


The crowd filled the streets, and when 


the company marched to their special 
cars formed a solid mass from the pas- 
senger station to the freight station, near 
which the cars were sidetracked. 


PitUUeld Give* Hearty Greeting and 


Every Wny Station Crowded. 


The ovation begun at Adams was con- 


tinued for the entire 15 miles to Pittsfield. 
At every station along the road there 
were crowds waiting to cheer the "Berk- 
shire company" as it passed through) 
and aU along the road were people from 


Early Scene* at the Armory 


The scene at the armory before the de- 


parture was a busy ons. Putting finishing 
touches on their equipment occupied 
most of the men when they were not en- 
gaged in giving good-bye handshakes to 
friends, and for a large number there re- 
mained the duty of bidding farewell to 
parents and sweethearts. In most in- 
stances, these latter farewells did not 
pass 
unaccompanied 
by tears. This 


feature of the departure was very notice- 
able, in fact, at the armory and especially 
at the station, and it explained the ab- 
sence 01 a more noisy demonstration. 
But no one could doubt for a minute that 
the slightest degree of patriotism was 
lacking in the crowd. Everyone realized 
that the occasion might have a sad out- 
come and no amount of music and gold 
braid could have made the fact forgotten. 


Tlio Crowd at the Station 


Shortly after 6 o'clock the bogle sound- 


ed "fall in" and the company left the 
armory, forming in front with the follow- 
ing line of march: 
Police, Lafayette 


band, Forest Park dram corps, George E. 
Sayles post, Grand Army, and associates, 
Oermania band and Company M. 


As the march began for the station the 


enthusiasm of the crowd asserted itself 
strongly. Cheers were git on almost con- 
stantly and the din was punctuated by 
the booming of a cannon fired by James 
Allen and by tho ringing of the Bershire 
company's bell. 


Perhaps the most inspiring part of the 


whole picture was the appearance of the 
Grand Army men, the boys who went 
out in '61 just as Company M went forth 
today, as more than one spectator re- 
marked. The veterans seemed to enter 
fully into the spirit of the occasion, and 
despite infirmities, they showed they had 
not forgotten the way to march. 


At the Boston & Albany station two 


special coaches were waiting to be at- 
tached to tb« 6.37 train from this city. 
The men filled them immediately and for 
15 minutes the tims was spent in waving 
farewells from the platforms and win- 
dow* and acknowledging the cheers of 
the crowd. 


The Final Farting 


As the time for leaving came near, 


there was a noticeable wane in the enthu- 
siasm and the sorrowful side of the affair 
was more than ever in evidence. Every- 
one who bad a son, or brother, or husband 
in the ranks seemed engaged at this time 
in seeing who could get nearest the oars. 


Nearby was stationed the Lafayette 


band playing the inspiring strains of 
"Onward, Christian Soldiers." while at an 
opposite end of the train the drum corps 
endeavored to counteract the 
tearful 


effect of this by running over a medley of 
rattling old war tunei. 


The train came promptly on time and 


was quickly coupled with Company M's 
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every farm house, cheering and waving 
flags. Cheshire was especially 
well 


represented, 
arid the crowd there was 


very enthusiastic. 


The short trip was made pleasant with 


cigars which Landlord Morse of the Grey- 
lock house furnished, and by the cheer of 
many from Adams who went to Pittsfield 
with the company. Whatever feelings 
of dread at leaving the men may have had 
were quickly overcome by the enthusiasm 
and companionship. 


"-Remember the Ifflalne," 


The scene at the 
Pittsfield station 


rivalled thai at Adams for enthusiasm. 
Fully 1,000 peaple were waiting for the 
arrival of the train, and as it stopped on 
the sidetrack a storm of applause 2nd 
cheering began. 


During tne wait a banner inscribed 


".Remember the Maine" Was displayed 
and was greeted with renewed cheers. 
The boys got off the train, and as they 
filed along the station platform they were 
greeted on all sides by the crowd of peo- 
ple present. 


The return train to Adams left 10 min- 


utes before the boys boarded their train 
to Framingham and a farewell cheer was 
given as the last friends from homa, 
parted from the soldiers. The ovation 
continued till the train took the company 
from Pittsfield, and from a farewell they 
will not soon forget. 


THE FAREWELL RECEPTION 


Veteran* and Townspeople Bid the 


Men For in al Goodbye. 


The formal farewell from the town to 


tha company was given in tho form of a 
reception in tho armory Monday evening. 
Aside irom its character, which woald of 
necessity make it a notable event, it was 
one of the most successfully conducted 
affairs that the town has ever seen. There 
were inevitably sad features tc it, as to 
all the farewells of the past few days, but 
the prevailing sentiment was of patriotic 
enthusiasm. 


From early Monday morning when it 


was decided to hold the reception, the 
entire town worked only for its success. 
The village people and business men 
spared no pains nor expense in decorating 
their buildings, and the whole town was 
brilliant with national colors. 


In the evening the people harried home 


from the mills and hastened to the vil- 
lage. 
At 8 o'clock Park and Center 


streets were crowded with people. The 
sidewalks were almost impassible and 
many people walked in the road. 


At 8 o'clock a line of march was formed 


In front of the G. A. R. quarters on Center 
street by Lafayette and Germania bands 
and George E. 8ayle» post, Grand Army. 
At the firing of a cannon all marched to 
the Armory. 
Hera the veterans were 


welcomed by the members of Company M 
and much feeling was expressed in the 
eyes of the young and old men who were 
soon to be comrades. 
Meanwhile Palm- 


er's full orchestra took their plaoe in 
Armory ball and played several selec- 
tions. 
Company M's quarters in the Armory 


bnilding were opened, as was also the 
large hall. Both places were flllodfltrith 
men, 
woman and children who were 


busily engaged talking to tho boy* who 
were leave in the morning. 


At 9 o'clock Captain H, O. Hicks called 


the company tog^'^w and all marched 
up stairs to the hall. As they entered the 
orchestra played "The Star and Stripes 
Forever" and there was a loud burst of 
applause. The men filed into the center 
of the hall and opened ranks. James C. 
Chalmers, who is a veteran then told the 
1000 people present that they might pass 
between the files and bid their last fare- 
wells. For fully half an hour the boys 
were kept busy clasping the hands of 
friends, and the scene was an inspiring 
one. 


When the hall was cleared the Grand 


Army and business men who had re- 
mained in the comcany's quarters took 
their places in the large hall. Mr. Chal- 
mers as chairman said those present had 
met to try and entertain the members of 
Company M and do them honor. He said 
that the members of the company would 
vindicate themselves and the town in up- 
holding the honor of the United States 
and the grand old commonwealth. 


Each member of the company wore a 


badge. It was a small silk Sag about four 
inches by two inches, with the stars and 
stripes, and under this was a piece of 
white silk with the imprirt of the seal of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. They were presented by the D. A. 
E. chapter of this city, and were very 
significant to the boys. Other presents 
were given the company by local business 
men. 
A. B. Mole sent several boxes of 


cigars and Captain Jo j n Hodecker of the 
police force 
and E. A. Cadigon gave 


plenty of cob pipes and smoking tobacco. 


F. W. Spalding, a veteran, made the 


most stirring address of the evening, and 
his words had a strong effect on the audi- 
ence. He closed with the following ben- 
ediction from veteran to volunteer: "May 
the God of battle go with you, and may 
the God of mercy and peace bring you 
home safe with 'Old Glory' flying before 
yon unstained and unsullied." 


Lawyer Shaw made a few stirring re- 


marks and Captain H. O. Hicks responded. 
He thanked those who had spoken and 
said he would try to do as his comrades 
wished. 
In closing he said that if the 


United States could not whip the Spanish 
he never wanted to return to his home. 
Mr. Chalmers gave some appropriate 
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ints to the boys oil camp life and then 


Invited all to tables where refreshments 
were served by Caterer Hammond. 


It was about midnight when the recep- 


tion was over, and thfi members of the 
company and their friends left tha hall. 


FatrlotI xiii at Springfield. 


The departure of three companys from 


Springfield with Col. Clark and his staff 
this morning was the ooccasion of a 
demonstration similar to that in Adams 
and proportionately larger. The street8 
were crowded, and many women fainted, 
so great was the pressure around the 
station.
